cheapness with which the stone can be obtained from the City’s quarry makes the cost of pave¬ 
ments comparatively low! in fact, of forty-four cities of America Winnipeg lays its asphalt 
pavements at the lowest cost. Artificial stone walks are universally used in the more thickly 
populated districts. Boulevards are upon most of the streets. 

EDUCATION. 

The school system of Winnipeg is governed by statute. The system is as perfect as 
thought and care can make it. But little expense is upon the parents of scholars, none indeed 
for education, and the text books for the preliminary grades arc free and thereafter only small 
amounts arc required for necessary books. The school buildings arc noble in design, complete in 
detail, including sanitary conditions, and as a whole compare favorably with any in the Dominion. 
Included in the system is a Collegiate Institute forming a link between the lower schools and the 
University. Education in this department is entirely free. Four existing colleges are affiliated 
with the present University and a most complete University building has been erected. There is 
also a well equipped Medical College in connection with the University. Besides the public 
schools there arc several private educational establishments.

PUBLIC LIBRARY. s 

A Reference and Circulating Lib¬ 
rary is maintained by the City in the City 
Hall. It contains over 15,000 well 
selected volumes. A reading room is 
attached to the Library which is entirely 
free to the public, who have access to 
forty-four monthly and thirty-five daily 
and weekly newspapers and periodicals 
from England, the United States and 
Canada. A fine new public Library 
building is now under construction, to¬ 
wards which Mr. Carnegie is giving 
$75,000.

TRADE AND COMMERCE. 

DOMESTIC TRADE 

Winnipeg is the centre for the wholesale and jobbing trade 
of the North-West, Immense stocks of goods and merchandise 
required to supply the wants of the districts devoted to grain pro¬ 
duction, stock raising and cattle breeding, mining, lumbering and 
fishing, as well as the more diversified demands of the city, town 
and village, are to be found in the handsome.warehouses supplied 
with the latest conveniences and appliances, which are a marked 
feature of the City’s architecture. Shipments are made daily to 
points over a thousand miles distant, so extensive a range of 
country is supplied from this well stocked central market. The 
very complete railway systems radiating from Winnipeg afford 
great facilities to the retailer in the Province and Territories for 
securing his goods at short notice. It would be impossible to 
give in detail a full list of the lines of goods handled, it will be 
sufficient to make the general statement that all the wants of a 
mixed community are supplied. 

POREION TRADE 

The direct foreign trade of the Port of Winnipeg in the 
(..matter of imports in 1897' totalled $2,858,966 and in 1899' 
$5>ft95.7i5, though a large percentage of the foreign goods con¬ 
sumed in the City and Province is purchased duty paid in Mon- 
, trearand Toronto, and is not credited to the Port of Winnipeg in 
the Customs House returns. 

CUSTOMS DUTIES- 

The customs duty paid in 1899 was $1,140,051. Returns 
for 1902 are not available, but the increase is in proportion to the 
increased trade as indicated by the above quoted data, 
MANUFACTURES.

F row one of the lowest places in regard to the figures recording the bank clearings Win¬ 
nipeg has risen in a few years to third place in Canada, only Montreal and Toronto showing greater. These cities however, show 
only slight increases and even decreases over last year’s figures, while Winnipeg shows monthly increases of nearly fifty per cent.

PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE 


T l-JIi town of Portage la Prairie is situated in the centre of Manitoba, 56 miles west of Winnipeg, and is now recognized as one of 
tile leading centres of Western Canada; its substantial development lias given it an enviable reputation among the cities of the 
West. J he town is about 25 years old. In the early days it was a point of considerable importance as a trading centre, and 
when the lirst rush of settlement came westwards, occupied a leading oositioo, and attracted to it a great many people. 


While the town has attained considerable status as a conn 
as a centre of what is admittedly the riches! agricultural district io on 


•e.trc, with railway and industrial importance, yet it is mainly 
rst that lias given to it its creditable name. 


In the early days before the advent of the white man, this portion of the country—that is, Portage la Ptairie and the Portage 
Plains—was named the big Portage, as the traveller desiring logo northward had to carry or portage his pack from the Assiniboiue 
across the prairies to Lake Manitoba, a distance of 14 miles. Municipal government was inauguraUd here in iKSn, when the town char¬ 
ter was secured.

The railway facilities are excellent, The Canadian Not them and Canadian Pacific Railways main lines rttu through the town, 
while both roads have various branch'-- running from Portage la Prairie. Every elTort is being made to have connection with the Grand 
Trunk when that dine is built, which it will probably he, in the near future. The town has six churches and one Salvation Army 
Barracks. 

The public schools have seen a rapid development, keeping pace with the growth of the town, and arc well up to the mark in point 
of equipment. The school buildings are four in number, and arc conveniently placed in the different wards of the town. Spacious 
playgrounds surround all the schools and full scope is given for that important part of child education which takes place in the campus. 

The introduction of a system of waterworks in the town will he of great advantage to the schools, and the trustees will he caget 
to avail themselves of this system. 

The Collegiate Institute.—It was a distinct step in advance when, many years ago, it was determined to establish the Portage la 
Prairie Collegiate Institute. Prom the very first there was a steady growth, hut in the past few years it has been advancing by leaps 
and bounds. A very considerable proportion of the pupils are drawn from outward points, a hundred or more miles distant. The Col¬ 
lege staff consists of five, including the principal, Mr. George Voting, and all the departments of collegiate work arc well looked after. 

It is not possible in a work of this kind to enumerate all the beauties of the town, nor to mention all industries. Mr. F. G. Taylor, 
Secretary Board of 'Trade, will furnish all the desired information upon application.
